multiplying of such buildings, "with 
the constant expense of upkeep. 


The money would be more econom 


ically and advantageously expended in 
Increasing the force at work in the 
buildings already built until the pres 
ent equipment is being fully used 
turning all specimens of t'he state in 
to the* two centers, and increasing 
the equipment as the work increases 


The setting up of small laborator 


ies in several of the more thickly 
settled sections «f the state In rent 
ed quarters would, without doubt be 
of distinct value to those districts, 
but (expensive buildings are not 
necessary

The amount of work now done 


in the Pensacola laboratory is not 
enough to call, for a large and ex 
pensive building to houee it; neither 
are we warranted In assuming that 
if a building were provided the rapid 
growth of the wo* 
in Pensacola 


would justify the expenditure of so 
large a sum at this time in Its erect- 
Ion. 
Indeed, the experience in the 


laboratories now standing points to 
an exactly contrary conclusion, that 
It would be many years before such 
a building put up in almost any sec 
tlon of the state would be u»sd to 
anything like Its full capacity.

"MY PILGRIMAGE"

Prom what analogy must I conclude 


my dechflon to become a pilgrim this 
time to Europe? Unless for the rea- 
son of that fascinating alias which al- 
low* one to yield to the land esteemed 
holy as we travel toward 
hallowed 


places and my flight home again as a 
refugee from war, that unholy specta- 
cle which has shocked the civilization 
of the world. I was leaving my native 
'fond for a special purpose, and under 
a spiritual director, Bishop Joseph 
Conroy or Ogdensburg, New York, 
who had asked me to join his party, 
sailing from New York city, July 7th, 
to be present at the 24lh eucharistic j 
congress, to convene at the 
famous 


shrine of Lourdes, from July the 21st 
to the 27th, and after the congress 
home again, but when I began 
to 


think of Lourdes and the 
congress 


without including Rome—the 
pope, 


the personage of the whole Catholic 
world, my pilgrimage seamed devoid 
of that deeper meaning I had longed 
for, the final blessing of my footsteps, 
and at last I turned to Rome for the 
solution.

We said, "good-bye" to our good ship, 
and as I waved my hand I said "I 
shall have a word to say about you 
some time," and here is my chance.

weeks waiting our boat, the Carpathia, 
she suddenly came to our rescue. She 
had been held up at Trieste, Austria. 
She had escaped and gone to Malta 
for protection. Two British gunboats 
escorted her to Naples. Then began 
the wild scramble to reach 
home. 


Hundreds stood in line at the Cunard 
offices in Naples, ready to pay any 
price even for a mattress on the floor 
in the steerage. We were refugees and 
it -was the second time the Carpathia 
had been called upon to rescue hu- 
manity. Our trip home was most ex- 
citing and interesting and we came 
under cover from Naples to New York 
with our funnels painted war colors, 
black and gray.

FEW CHINESE IVORY CARVERS 


There An Only Six Expert Work*™ 


Distributed Among Party 


•hopi In Canton. 


There are in Canton about-forty 


shop* which make and sell Ivory arti- 
cles, the Dally Consular Report states. 
Each store Is small, consisting usually 
of a showroom, where the cutting is 
done. 
Members of the store also 


usually work In the showroom. The 
Industry nay be divided into two 
stages, cutting and earring. 
Tusks 


imported from Slam constitute the 
raw material. These are first cut with 
a saw to the shape capable of being 
worked by earring. The cutting ap- 
paratut consists of a wooden block 
or rise, a saw and a tab of water. 
The Ivory Is secured firmly by the 
•rise, moistened with water and cat 
to the required shape. 


Perfectly flat pieces of Ivory a* thin 


as paper were shown la evidence of 
the ekfll of the cutter. The cutting 
finished, the blocks are then carved 
Into shape with knives of many dif- 
ferent sliapss. These have a short 
blade and a long handle made of bam- 
boo, like • penholder. Other instru- 
ments noted to be In vea by carvers 
were wire saws and a gimlet worked 
by a leather twirling apparatus. 


The number of expert workers IB 


Canton Is tar less than the number 
of stores, being only about six In 
number. The term of apprenticeship 
served by the experts 1s tour yeartv 
An apprentice receives no wages, but 
gets $4 Canton currency as "shoe 
money" at the end of the first year, 
$5 at the end of the second year, $6 
at the end of the third year and $7 
at the end of the fourth year, which 
is all the 'compensation he receives. 
A good worker gets $7 to f 8 Canton 
currency per month. Canton curren- 
cy silver money Is about half the 
equivalent of gold. Apprentices and 
good workers are provided with two 
meals a day, supplied by their em- 
ployers. 
An expert carver seldom 


works in the shop which employs him. 
He generally werks in his own house 
and can earn about $30 Canton cur- 
rency a month

to 9 • 30 p. m, with intermission from 
9:30 to 10:30 for morning meal, 1:30

Editor Daily News: 


Strange to say, the people ot this 


country have been, ever since its first 
settlement, constructing their build- 
ings so that they become a very easy 
prey for the flames. As a result a 
very large proportion of all our build- 
ings are constructed of 
wood, and 


acres of them are built so close to- 
gether that all that is necessary is to 
tiave a fire start in one ot them un 
der favorable conditions to have a 
sweeping conflagration. Many build- 
ings have nothing; that might be called 
fire-resisting in them other than the 
outer brick or stone walls, and many 
of the roofs are covered with wooden 
shingles, one of the best agencies in 
the world for the spread of fire. 


Millions of dollars' worth of prop- 


erty goes up in smoke every year, in 
spite of the efforts of the best equip- 
ped, 
most efficient and largest fire- 


fighting force ot any country in the 
world. 


Shall we continue this worse than 


foolish state of affairs and continue 
to bear these enormous losses or will 
we begin the more sane and sensible 
plan of preventing fires by removing 
the cause thereof? We have tried 
.he old plan long enough 
Is it not 


ilgh time to try a new one, viz, re- 
move the hundreds of causes which 
iroduce fires, instead of waiting for 
hem to occur and then making des- 
perate efforts to extinguish 
them, 


often without avail, their work of de- 
vastation ending only when there is 
nothing else to consume? 


Ninety-five per cent, of all fires are 


preventable, and should never occur, 
md they would not were it not for 
the gross carelessness and utter in- 
difference to the ever-present danger. 


People trust in an insurance policy 


and the all-powerful protecting arm 
of an overruling Providence and do 
nothing themselves to guard against 
the ever-present danger from fire. 


The time has arrived when greater 


effort must be put forth to prevent 
fires than to extinguish 
them after 


they are with us, and this can best be 
done by the people themselves acting 
as a whole. 


I suggest some additional legisla- 


tion is necessary to do this, and now 
is the time to get such legislation, not 
after we have had a sweeping con- 
flagration. 


The Salem conflagration is fresh 


In the minds of all of us, and had 
roofs been constructed of fire-resist- 
ing material that conflagration could 
have been prevented.

From what analogy must I conclude 


my decision to become a pilgrim this 
time to Europe? Unless for the rea-

FEW CHINESE IVORY CARVERS 


Ther* Are Only Six Expert Worker* 


Distributed Among Forty 


•hop* In Canton. 


There are in Canton about-fort; 


shops which make and sell Ivory arti- 
cles, the Daily Consular Report states. 
Each store is small, consisting usually 
of a showroom, where the cutting 1 
done. 
Members of the store also 


usually work In the showroom. The 
industry nay be divided into tw< 
stage*, cutting and earring. Tusks 
imported from Slam constitute th 
raw material. These are first cut with 
a saw to the shape capable of being 
worked by earring. The cutting ap- 
paratut consists of a wooden block 
or vise, a saw and a tub of water 
Th* ivory I* secured flrmly by the 
vise, moistened with water and cu 
to the required shape. 


Perfectly flat piece* of ivory a* thin 


M paper were shown In evidence o 
the «kfll of the cutter. The cutting 
flahbee, the block* are then carved 
Into shape with knives of many Oil 
(•rent sh«pss. The*e have a short 
blade and a long handle made of bun- 
boo, Ilk* • penholder. Other instru 
menu noted to be In »*e by carver 
were wire aaw* and a gimlet worked 
by a leather twirling apparatus.

FIRE CHIEF SUGGESTS LEGISLA- 


TION FOR USE OF FIRE RESIST- 


ING MATERIALS IN CONSTRUC- 


TION OF BUILDINGS. 


(Prom The Daytona Gazette-News) 


Editor Daily News: 


Strange to say, the people of this 


country have been, ever since Its first 
settlement, constructing their build- 
ings so that they become a very easy 
prey for the flames. As a result a 
very large proportion of all our build- 
ings are constructed of 
wood, and 


acres of them are built so close to- 
gether that all that is necessary is to 
have a fire start in one ot them un 
der favorable conditions to have a 
sweeping conflagration. Many build- 
ings have nothing that might be called 
fire-resisting in them other than the 
outer brick or stone walls, and many 
of the roofs are covered with wooden 
shingles, one of the best agencies in 
the world for the spread of fire. 


Millions of dollars' worth of prop- 


erty goes up in smoke every year, in 
spite of the efforts of the best equip- 
ped, 
most efficient and largest fire 


fighting force of any country in the 
world. 


Shall we continue this worse than 


foolish state of affairs and continue 
to bear these enormous losses or will 
we begin the more sane and sensible 
plan of preventing fires by removing 
the cause thereof? We have tried 
:he old plan long enough 
Is it not 


ilgh time to try a new one, viz, re- 
move the hundreds of causes which 
produce fires, instead of waiting for 
.hem to occur and then making des- 
perate efforts to extinguish them, 
often without avail, their work of de- 
vastation ending only when there is 
nothing else to consume? 


Ninety-five per cent, of all fires are 


preventable, and should never occur, 
and they would not were it not for 
the gross carelessness and utter in- 
difference to the ever-present danger. 


People trust in an insurance policy 


and the all-powerful protecting arm 
of an overruling Providence and do 
nothing themselves to guard against 
he ever-present danger from fire. 


The time has arrived when greater 


effort must be put forth to prevent 
fires than to extinguish them after 
hey are with us, and this can best be 
done by the people themselves acting 


i a whole. 
I suggest some additional leglsla- 


ion is necessary to do this, and now 
s the time to get such legislation, not 
after we have had a sweeping con. 
flagration. 


The Salem conflagration is fresh 


in the minds of all of us, aad had 
roofs been constructed of fire-resist- 
ing material that conflagration could 
have been prevented.
